T h e C entral C om m ittee F ix e s T hings and 
Sen d s th e C onvention South. 
S an F rancisco. A pril 2d.— [Special.]— 
A m eetin g o f the D em ocratic State Central 
C om m ittee was held th is afternoon at the 
room s o f th e State Club on Stockton street, 
for the purpose of calling a State Conven­ 
tion for the nom ination o f delegates to the 
St. L ouis P residential C onvention, and the 
apportionm ent o f delegates. 
Á large num ber o f leading Dem ocrats 
were present, am ong them being ex-L ieu ­ 
tenant 
G overnor 
Johnson, 
ex-R ailroad 
C om m issioner Foote, Recorder Spotts. Sen­ 
ator T hom as J. C lunie, P ilot C om m issioner 
M artin Bulger, Labor C om m issioner T o­ 
bin, ex-Speaker H . M. LaR ue and Senator 
P. J. M urphy. 
W illiam D . E n glish ,C h air­ 
m an, and Jam es J. F lyn n , Secretary, were 
present. 
T hirty-four m em bers answered 
to their nam es, and tw elve were represented 
by proxy, leaving eigh t m em bers unrepre­ 
sented. 
In callin g the com m ittee to order Mr. 
E n glish referred to the present harm onious 
condition o f the D em ocratic party, and 
during h is rem arks sa id : 
“ W ith President C leveland as th e bearer 
o f our standard, and w ith such an able 
leader as G overnor Gray o f In d ian a as the 
second on the N ational D em ocratic ticket 
in m y judgm ent the m ost sanguine o f our 
political opponents w ill not, can n ot, hope 
for success.” 
On m otion o f ex-Senator Spencer o f 
Napa, the follow in g C om m ittee on R esolu ­ 
tions and Order of B usiness was appointed 
by th e Chair: 
Spencer o f Napa, M arye of 
San Francisco, T aylor o f Shasta. M addox 
o f Santa Clara, and Barry o f San Francisco. 
T h e com m ittee took a recess o f tw enty- 
five m inu tes to enable th is com m ittee to 
report. 
THE PROGRAMME LAID OUT. 
A fter recess th e com m ittee reported in 
favor o f having th e Stale C onvention n om ­ 
in ate sixteen delegates and sixteen alter­ 
nates to the N ational C onvention, a C hief 
Justice o f the Suprem e Court, eight P resi­ 
dential Electors and eight alternates, and 
to elect a State Central C om m ittee. 
It also added: 
“ W hen two or m ore 
counties form an A ssem b ly or Senatorial 
D istrict, it is recom m ended that the d ele­ 
gates be instructed by their county conven­ 
tion as to the course to be pursued for the 
nom ination of State Senators and A ssem ­ 
b lym en. 
C ounty conventions called for 
the purpose o f selectin g delegates to the 
State C onvention are respectfully requested 
to select their county com m ittees at that 
tim e, so that the com m ittee w ill not be 
changed pending the Presidential election.” 
T he report w as adopted. 
CLEVELAND INDORSED. 
A resolution w as also adopted indorsing 
C leveland's adm inistration. 
It w as then decided to h old th e C onven­ 
tion on M ay 15th. 
THE FIGHT OVER THE PLACE. 
T he place for h old ing the C onvention 
w as n ex t taken up. 
R ose of Colusa proposed Sacram ento. 
K erw in of A lam eda proposed L os A n ­ 
geles. 
R ose argued to sh ow that Sacram ento 
w as the on ly place in the State w here the 
D em ocrats sh ou ld h old their C onvention, 
as it is the center of the State. 
I f Los A n ­ 
geles was selected h e predicted that votes 
w ould be lost, and that th e Convention 
w ould be m ade up of a few delegates, w ho 
w ould each hold a handful o f proxies. H e 
believed that 
THE REPUBLICANS MADE A MISTAKE 
In going to Los A ngeles tw o years ago, and 
h e hoped that the D em ocrats w ould not 
com m it the sam e error. 
Los A ngeles was 
also too far aw ay for th e delegates w ho 
w ould h ave to go from the northern part of 
th e State. 
Ex-Senator Cox also advocated the claim s 
of Sacram ento. 
H e was follow ed by Clay YVebster Taylor, 
of Shasta. 
H e believed that the Capital of 
the State sh ou ld be selected, as it would be 
hard work to secure delegates w ho could 
easily p sy the expense o f a trip to Los A n ­ 
geles, if m at city was selected for holding 
the C onvention. 
H e believed if Los A n ­ 
geles was selected the the Dem ocrats w ould 
have a Convention o f proxies, instead of 
re[ re;entative Dem ocrats. 
Lacey, o f L ts A ngeles, spoke in favor o f 
b is city. 
D elegates could m ake the trip in 
tw enty hours, aud the Los A ngeles people 
w ould see tbaf they were treated w ell. 
H e 
claim ed that Los A n geles w as entitled to 
consideration. 
M uch good could be done 
by h old ing the C onvention there. 
A s for 
the expense, the railroads have agreed to 
m ake a sin gle trip ticket take delegates 
there and back, and no doubt special trains 
w ould be run from this city w hich w ill 
m ake the trip in fourteen hours. 
George T . M arye favored Los A ngeles. 
T h e southern portion o f the State thin k s it 
has been neglected for a long tim e, and 
this was the proper occasion for dem onstrat­ 
in g that the north w as aware o f its ex ­ 
istence. 
T h e dillerence in th e expense 
w ould not be m uch, and the delegates 
could be easily got together in Los A ngeles. 
A . M . Burns favored Los A ngeles. 
SACRAMENTO GETS LEFT. 
T he roll w as fiu ally called, and Los A n ' 
geles won, the vote being as follow s: Los 
A n geles 33, Sacram ento 17. 
It was then decided to fix the representa­ 
tion at the C onvention at one delegate tor 
each county, and on e for each 200 votes 
cast for Congressm an.

W a s h in g t o n , A pril 2d.—The m inority 
report of the C om m ittee on W ays and 
M eans against the M ills tariff bill occupies 
alm ost twice the space of the m ajority re­ 
port in favor of the bill.

M ajor M cKinley of Ohio, one of the m i­ 
nority m em bers of the com m ittee, and is 
now in the hands of the Public P rinter. 
The report begins w ith a severe criticism 
on the m anner in which the M ills bill was 
com piled. 
It states th at the m inority were 
never consulted till the bill was laid before 
the full com m ittee in com plete form, and 
then it was voted through by strict party 
lines, no opportunity being given the m i­ 
nority to be heard. 
The m anufacturers of 
the country were refused a hearing by a 
m ajority of the Com mission, as were also 
the w orkingm en and m echanics, although 
they are m ost directly interested. 
A few 
m anufacturers know n to be in favor of ju st 
w hat the m ajority wanted, and a tew who 
wielded 


p o t e n t ia l d e m o c r a t ic in f l u e n c e , 
W ere given a clandestine hearing by the 
m ajority of the com m ittee. 
T hen, to' cap 
the clim ax of shutting the m ouths of the 
people, m em bers of Congress were refused 
a hearing by a m ajority of the com m ittee. 
T he report then enters upon a review of the 
bill, show ing how it will not reduce the 
revenues, except by transfers to the free 
list. 
T he reductions and rebates in cus­ 
tom s dues will but have the effect of keep­ 
ing up the present inflow of surplus. 


THE DEMOCRATIC POLICY. 
T he talk and no-w ork policy of the 
D em ocratic party in Congress is given a 
hard blow. 
T he report states that during 
the tim e th e R epublicans have had control 
of Congress, from 1869 tc 1883, they re­ 
duced the incom e over $200,000,000 a year, 
but though the D em ocrats have had con­ 
trol often and d u r iD g this period, they 
have never reduced the tariff a penny.

crying 
tariff' 
reform 
vigorously and cam paigning upon it for 
the last five years, when they have had a 
m ajority of the H ouse of Representatives, 
and yet they have not passed a tariff bill 
and will not. 


A SECTIONAL SLIGHT. 
T he M ills bill is declared to be a sectional 
slight. 
T he cut it m akes on sugar, rice 
and other Southern products are pointed 
out, w hile its inroads on farm and other 
products o f th e N orth and the W est are 
cited in a very im pressive way. 
Free wool 
is given extended com m ent and is treated 
as one of the sectional provisions by w hich 
the South strikes at the N orth. 


REASON A RLE REDUCTION FAVORED. 
The m inority state th at the Republican 
party favors a reasonable reduction of the 
tariff, bu t th at it should be m ade w ith re­ 
spect to the interests of m anufacturers and 
labor protiction in general, w ith a fair re­ 
gard to G overnm ent incom e, th at there 
should be im partiality as to the sections of 
country as well as interests, and this cannot 
be done w ithout a full, free and im partial 
hearing from those m ost interested. 
A ltogether the report is a stroug Re­ 
publican docum ent and is intended to 
m eet the approval of all the elem ent in the 
party.

W assjhgton, A pril 2d.—T he President 
sent to the H ouse to-day, in response to 
M orrow 's resolution, a huge bundle of 
correspondence between th at departm ent 
and the G overnm ents of G erm any and 
Great B ritain relative to the treatm ent of 
A m erican citizens in Sam oa. T his corre­ 
spondence form s an interesting chapter in 
tne diplom atic history of the country, a n d 
one th at is apparently not calculated to add 
luster to Secretary B ayard’s adm inistration 
of the affairs of State. T his correspondence 
will, in all probability, afford a basis for a ! 
Congressional inquiry, 
or discussion at 
least, in w hich th e R epublicans wiil seek 
to m ake as m uch political capital as possi­ 
ble. 


BISMAHCK POKES THK EAGLE. 
T he m ost notable feature of th e corre­ 
spondence is the arrogant m anner in w hich 
B ism arck takes this G overnm ent to task 
for presum ing to interfere w ith G erm any’s 
action in virtually assum ing a protectorate 
over the Sam oan Islands. 
H e dem ands 
redress from th is G overnm ent for what he 
term s the unfriendly attitude ol A m erican 
Consuls, past aud present, at A pia, tow ard 
th e G erm an authorities on th e Island. 
In a letter addressed to B aron Ledtwitz. 
Secretary of the G erm an Legation, N ovem ­ 
ber 18, 1887, B ism arck laid dow n the law, 
as he desired it expounded to Secretary 
Bayard, in no uncertain m anner. 
H e be­ 
gins his letter by saying th at the reports 
from the representatives of the E m pire at 
A pia show th at for the past seven years 
the A m erican Consuls there have show n 


A TENDENCY TO INTERFERE 
In the relations of G erm any w ith Sam oa, 
and to im bue the latter w ith distrust of the 
G erm an G overnm ent. Efforts on the part of 
G erm any, Bism arck says, to secure a law ful 
and orderly condition of affairs in Sam oa, 
have w ithout exception m et w ith the op­ 
position of the A m erican Consular officers. 
Bism arck gives the history of affairs on 
the Islands from the tim e that Dawson was 
appointed A m erican Consul dow n to and 
including th e adm inistration of Sewell, the 
A m erican representative there, and sa y s: 
“ In view of the friendly relations w hich 
have existed untroubled for m ore than a 
century between G erm any and th e U nited 
States, it is rem arkable th at on th a t rem ote 
realm o f the Islands, w here neither A m eri­ 
ca nor G erm any have any political interest 
to defend, we are exposed to the continued 
ill w ill of the A m erican representatives. 
T here are no local com m ercial rivalries 
w hich could explain such a fact.” 


AMERICA’S INSIGNIFICANT TRADE THERE. 
A fter explaining that, notw ithstanding 
th e trade rivalry that exists in the South 
Sea Islands betw een G erm any and Great 
B ritain, the relations of these two Pow ers 
are m ore friendly than those existing be­ 
tw een G erm any and th e U nited States, 
Bism arck says: 
“ T he A m erican elem ent 
has not aspired to considerable com m ercial 
success in Sam oa. 
T he value of im ports in 
A pia w hich have gone through the hands 
of A m erican m erchants am ount, according 
to the statistics of the year 1887, to $92,000. 
T he G erm an im ports am ounted to $292,000 
in th at year. 
In exports the G erm an m er­ 
chants participated to the value of $250,000, 
and A m erican m erchants to th e value of 
$31,000. 
T here has been b u t one large 
A m erican 
firm 
in 
A pia—G rtnesm u. 1 
Crawford & Co.—an d th at is now under 
the m anagem ent of the G erm ans, the 
A m erican partner, who lives in San F ra n ­ 
cisco, having lately w ithdraw n.” 
T he subjects of the E m pire had brought, 
by the establishm ent of plantations, 7,985 
acres under cultivation,’ w hile A m erican 
plantations do not exist, and only about 
100 acres of land ow ned by A m ericans are 
cultivated. 
Prince B ism arck says there is nothing in 
the facts of the case th at can explain the 
ill will of the A m erican Consuls in Samoa, 
past and present, tow ard the G erm an Gov­ 
ernm ent, and tells Baron Ledtwitz th at he 
would be thankful if B ayard w ould lend 
his aid in an investigation of the strange 
fact. 
BAYARD ASKED TO MAKE REDRESS. 
Bism arck directs Ledtwitz to ask th e 
Secretary of State to m ake the necessary re­ 
dress if the difficulties have their origin in 
the personal disposition of A m erican rep­ 
resentatives on the Islands. 
W ith another allusion to the traditional 
friendly relations between G erm any and 
the U nited States, B ism ark closes with the 
hope th at B ayard w ill be able to explain 
all the m isunderstandings. 


KING MALITOA THREATENED. 
In another letter B ism arck declares that 
unless M alitoa guarantees his protection to 
G erm an citizens residing in the islands, 
and the paym ent ot damages, he w ould 
declare war against him . 


b a y a r d ’s r e p l y . 
U nder date of Jan u ary 17th last Secre­ 
tary B ayard addressed a letter to M inister 
Pendleton at Berlin, especially in reply to 
B ism arck’s letter above quoted. A fter re­ 
citing the Germ an com plaints, as embodied 
in this letter. Bayard says th at if the U nited 
States had entertained any desire to secure 
political control of Sam oa it would have 
been accom plished, probably w ith m uch 
satisfaction to the natives and little opposi­ 
tion from any of them , long prior to the 
date of either the B ritish or G erm an trea­ 
ties. 
Such a policy was no t desired, tb e 
only object of this 
G overnm ent being 
to preserve 
the 
autonom y 
of one of 
the few rem aining native G overnm ents 
in th e Pacific Ocean. T he U nited States, 
B ayard savs, prom ptly disapproved of the 
action of Consul G reenbaum when he de­ 
clared an A m erican protectorate over th e 
island in order to counteract the disinte­ 
grating effects not only of prior acts of the 
Germ an Consul, Dr. Stubel, w hich had been 
protested against by the B ritish Consul, as 
well as by G reenbaum . and w hich were 
not altogether sustained by the G erm an 
Governm ent. 
B ayard recites in his letter the history of 
treaty negotiations w ith th e Sam oan Gov­ 
ernm ent by foreign Pow ers, and attributes 
the civil com m otions on the islands during 
the past two years to he largely due to the 
failure of the G erm an Consular representa­ 
tives to give support to th e existing native 
G overnm ent. 
H e points out instances of 
A m erican Consular co-operation w ith those 
of G erm any, and goes into th e history of 
foreign settlem ents in all of the South Sea 
Islands. 
B ayard tells the story o f the conference 
held in this city last Ju n e between tb e 
B ritish and 
G erm an 
M inisters 
to the 
U nited States and him self, in relation to 
affairs in Sam oa, which cam e to naught 
because he objected to th e plan proposed 
by the G erm an G overnm ent, to com m it th e 
control of the islands to a person to be ap­ 
pointed by th e power having the pre­ 
dom inating com m ercial interest there. 
Long and exhaustive review of the com ­ 
plications ending w ith the deposition of 
K ing M alitoa follows, and in conclusion 
B ayard inform s Mr. McLean that he is a t 
liberty to leave a copy of the com m unica­ 
tion w ith the Germ an G overnm ent, instead 
of Count Bism arck, as would be the ordi­ 
nary diplom atic usage.

The San Francisco Alia says: “ What is 
needed for the health of politics is a more 
general interest in all party proceedings. 
From the primary to the foils all members 
of the party should be made to feel that 
they have a place, that there are duties 
they must discharge and res|>onsibilities 
they mnst bear. The tendency to central­ 
ization of power is always strong in a politi­ 
cal party, and it is helped by popular 
inattention to party work. Taking men 
as they are, it is useless to quarrel with the 
few who are always ready to absorb the 
power which is abdicated by the many. 
The remedy Í9 for the many not to abdi­ 
cate, and if they find that subtlety and 
manipulation get the better of them and 
they are not heard they should make them- 
•elves felt.” 
Wrhat is thu3 said is philosophic truth, 
and while it is advice to Democratic par­ 
tisans, it applies with aqual force to Re­ 
publicans. 
We have in mind a citizen 
whom 
we daily meet, who exclaims-' 
“ When you reform political methods, then 
I will come to the froit and take an active 
part.” 
The illogical character of this ex­ 
case for inactivity is apparent. The man 
has no right to criticise efforts to effect 
political reforms or forward party success 
who does not himself lend assistance to 
their forwarding and assume a due share of 
the responsibility. 
If all men acted upon 
the lines that our neighbor’s excuse indi­ 
cates he has laid down to determine his 
course, there would be nothing done politi­ 
cally by the people of all others who should 
do most. 
We repeat that the citizen is 
estopped from complaining of “ the filthy 
pool” who makes no effort to cleanse it, 
and is content to merely look on while 
others labor with that end in view. 
The inactive Republicans of California 
need to take these truths to heart. There 
is a great work before the party in the year 
18S8. 
It is not to be put off a day longer; 
it is essential to success in November that 
every man of the party manifest personal 
interest in the affairs of the party now, 
and thus each give encouragement to the 
ether. Club formation as advised by- the 
State Central Committee should begin at 
once, and b« made more thorough than 
ever before. These clubs are to be perma­ 
nent institutions. They are to lie educat­ 
ing influences, and not means to the ends 
of personal ambition; they are to be en­ 
rolled in the National Republican League, 
already the strongest political organization 
ever attached to a party in this country; 
and finally, they are to be kept free from 
all local influences that would be likely to 
make them mere instruments in local pol­ 
itics. Here now is an inviting field for 
work by Republicans, where they can meet 
and counsel, and into which they can bring 
the proselyte. There should be no further 
delay in entering upon it and improving 
its opportunities. 


B e t t e r evidence than has yet been pro­ 
duced should be demanded before accept­ 
ing as verity the story that Bismarck has 
declared that the placing of Boulanger at 
the head of the Department of War in 
France, would be deemed an act of menace 
to Germany. In the first place there has 
not been manifest any such disposition to 
place the noisy General in that position, as 
to justify official notice on the part of so 
discreet a statesman as Bismarck. 
In the 
aeeond place Germany no 
more than 
France is solicitous to precipitate the two 
nations into the horrors of another war. 
Thirdly, it is improbable, therefore, that 
Prince Bismarck would so grossly insult 
the French people as by uttering a threat 
in anticipation of Boulanger’s appoint­ 
ment. Bismarck is too wise and far-see­ 
ing to indulge in threatenings toward a 
power with which Germany is at peace, 
that would look like an attempt to dictate 
to the former concerning its internal econ­ 
omy. 


T h e Woman’s Convention at Washing­ 
ton appears to have been a success, and to 
have attracted more thoughtful and digni­ 
fied attention than any effort in a like di­ 
rection yet made. The proceedings are 
«aid to have been conducted in a manner 
to call forth warm commendation from 
publicists, while the debates are re]H>rted 
to have been calm, strong and devoid of 
rant or sentimental glamour. The sub­ 
jects discussed under the titles education, 
•anitary science, the status of woman be­

THE COUNTY CLERK REJECTS AS­ 
SESSOR FROST’S WORK. 


T h e B oard of Supervisors A dopt 
R eso lu tio n s to A id in P reven t­ 
in g F rau d a t F lectio n s. 


The matter of re-registration was quite 
uppermost yesterday in the public mind, 
and the movements at the Court-house at­ 
tracted much attention. It has been known 
for several days past that there existed a 
difference of views between the County 
Clerk and the County Assessor as to the 
proper method of making registrations, 
and this culm inated yesterday in County 
Clerk H am ilton’s refusal to accept the reg­ 
istrations made by the Assessor and his 
deputies. 
The law requires that the registrations 
made by the Assessor shall 
be turned 
over to the County Clerk at the close of 
each thirty days. Under this requirement, 
several hundred were yesterday handed 
into the County Clerk’s office by Deputy 
Assessor McManus. 
Mr. Ham ilton was 
not in his office at the time, and had left 
strict orders that if any such list of regis­ 
trations 
were handed 
in 
during 
his 
absence, not 
to receive 
them. 
This 
was 
based 
upon 
the fact 
that he 
bad been informed that only the precinct 
or wards was being taken down by the As­ 
sessor’s officer, instead of the num ber of 
street, or exact place of residence of each 
voter. The latter he held to be absolutely 
necessary in order to prevent illegal regis­ 
tration, and to enable the Board ot Super­ 
visors to redistrict the county into new pre­ 
cincts of not exceeding 350 voters each, in 
accordance with the law passed at the last 
session of the Legislature. 
Deputy McManus came in with the regis­ 
tration lists while Mr. Hamilton was at the 
Board of Supervisors, and in his absence 
Deputy County Clerk Guth declined to re­ 
ceive them, and sent for Mr. Hamilton. 
Upon his arrival he found that the regis­ 
tration submitted did not give the numbers 
of residences, and some of them were filled 
in with black lead pencil. H e therefore 
declined to accept them, and stated that he 
bad some time ago informed both the 
County Assessor and some of his deputies 
that he should require exact residence of 
each voter registered to be given. 
A short time afterwards Mr. Hamilton 
sent the following notice by letter to the 
Assessor, officially notifying him upon the 
subject: 
PROTECTION OP T H E BALLO T. 
A. L. Frost, E sq , Assessor of Sacramento county 
—D eak S ik : 
The law m akes m e responsible 
for the proper m aking and publication of the 
Great Register which has recently been ordered 
by the Board of Supervisors. And as it is my 
duty, and for the interest of the entire people of 
the county, that the Great Register shall be as 
com plete and as near absolutely correct as pos­ 
sible, when finished, it is necessary th at the 
exact location of residence of each person reg­ 
istered be given. 
This is m ade necessary, as I inform ed you in 
our conversation some days since—first, because 
the Board of Supervisors are required, under 
the law passed at the last session of the Legis­ 
lature, to divide the county into new election 
precincts, so that each precinct shall contain 
not to exceed 350 qualified voters ; and second, 
that giving the exact residence will greatly deter 
those who m ight otherwise attem pt to register 
illegally, and aid in detecting and punishing 
a n t who may do £0. 
There is not the least shadow of doubt that the 
law requires th at in cities the num ber of resi­ 
dence of voters shall he given, and in addition 
to this, the ward or precinct. I f there were auv 
question, the legal presum ption would be that 
the intent of the law is thnt construction of the 
section of the code which would best protect the 
inviolability of the ballots, 
'th a t construction 
would be, that the num ber of residence, to­ 
gether w ith the ward in the city he given, and 
the exact locality w ithin the townships, outside 
of the city. 
The recent glaring commission of frauds at 
the ballot boxes in this city calls special attention 
to the necessity of greatest caution in m aking the 
present registration, in order to exclude every 
nam e from Ihe Great Register not legally eh- 
titled to be borne upon it. 
I have heretofore m ade these suggestions to 
yourself and some of your deputies, in order 
that no difficulty m ight arise when you cam e to 
turn in lists oi those registered in your office 
and by the deputy assessors. Inasm uch, how ­ 
ever, as for some reason your office has neg­ 
lected, or refused, to give the num ber of res.- 
dence or other particular data, showing exact 
locality of dwelling place of each voter. I can­ 
not accept the lists of registrations sought to lie 
turned over by your office to me this morning 
—or those which I deem ed iufonnal and incom 
plete. 
The actual place of residence m ust be given 
of eacli person registered, and to prevent any 
tam pering w ith the registration affidavits, thev 
m ust be written w ith ink or indeliDle pencil, 
and not w ith ordinary lead pencil. Very re­ 
spectfully, 
Wm. B. 1Ia.mii.ton, 
County Clerk, Sacramento county. 
Sacramento, April 2,1888. 
The members of the Board of Supervis­ 
ors discussed the m atter of registration and 
approved the stand taken by Mr. H am il­ 
ton and said they would sustain him in the 
position, as they not only desired the Reg­ 
ister to be as complete as possible, but also 
to make it as effective as was in their 
power for preventing illegal voting in fu­ 
ture. 


ACTION OF T H E BOARD OF SU PER V ISO R S. 
In the afternoon Supervisor Bates intro­ 
duced the following resolutions: 


W h e r e a s , The existing law m akes it the duty 
of this Board to establish election preciucts 
w ith such boundaries that not more than three 
hundred and fifty qualified electors of the 
county shall reside in any one p recin ct; and, 
whereas, it w ill be impossible to comply with 
this requirem ent of the law unless the exact 
locality of each elector’s residence is entered on 
the Great Register. Therefore he it 
Resolved, First, th at the County Clerk and 
County Assessor be and they are hereby di­ 
rected to require trom each applicant for regis­ 
tration and to enter on their respective rolls the 
street and num ber of the street at which he re­ 
sides in the city of Sacramento, or the particu­ 
lar location of his residence 111 the countv out­ 
side of the city. Second, that no bills for 
registration will be allowed, except w hen made 
in compliance w ith this resolution. 
The roll was called and the resolutions 
unanimously adopted. 
This unanimous action on the part of the 
Board of Supervisors, together with the 
positive stand taken by the County Clerk, 
is pre-eminently right’, and reflects credit 
upon those officials. 
It is a loyal promise 
to the people of the county that no chicane 
shall be allowed to enter into the work of 
making the Great Register, and that so far 
as possible no names„shaU be entered upon 
it that do not properly belong there. 
The 
people will warmly approve this action 
and appreciate it, for there is a strong pub­ 
lic desire that all necessary steps be taken 
to prevent every specie of election frauds 
in this city and county. 
After passing the above resolutions the 
Board of Supervisors also passed the neces­ 
sary order in allowing an additional assist­ 
ant in the County Clerk’s office to aid in 
making up the Great Register. Mr. H am il­ 
ton 
thereupon 
appointed 
Fred 
A. 
Shepherd, Sr., to the place, and no more 
competent nor trustworthy selection could 
possibly have been made.

Hole’ in the Ground ” evokes laughter 
simply because of the great good nature of 
the public and its readiness 
to enjoy a 
good laugh even at the expense of its good 
judgment.

in any sense as a comedy. 
Why Mr. Hoyt 
should call It a “ farce-comedy,” or just 
precisely what that means, unless he in­ 
tends to express the idea that it is some­ 
thing below the level of low comedy, we 
do not understand.
